mark their posts and track conversa- 

tions. That tag linked the Purchase, 
N.Y-based company—not just the 
Amp brand—to the situation and 
implied the company did something 
wrong by calling it a “fail.” 

The apology also was broadcast on 
PepsiCo’s Pepsi and Mountain Dew 
soda brand pages on Twitter, further 

linking the Amp situation to the entire 


company. 


A closer look 


The application lets users select from stereotypes 
of women, like the “foreign exchange student” or 
“nerd” or “cougar.” Then it offers possible pickup 
lines like, “Wasn't | in Space Academy with you?” 
for the nerd. 

It also offers other hints, like links to world news 
for the foreign exchange student. For the “rebound 
girl’—who has just broken up with her boyfriend—it 
offers maps of local ice cream shops. 

The app then lets users add women—along 
with name, date of the conquest and comments— 
to the user’s “brag list,” which can be shared 
online on sites like Facebook and Twitter.

Take a train. Or if you have to drive, take an alternative route. 

But whatever you do, avoid the damaged downtown section of 
the Kennedy Expressway as well as surrounding highways near 
the Loop early Thursday. 

Officials were offering that advice after a construction acci- 
dent tore up two lanes of the outbound Kennedy near Adams 
Street at midday Wednesday. That evening’s rush went better 
than expected because of traffic alerts that sent many drivers 
around the problem area, which was above a network of tunnels 
that in 1992 flooded parts of downtown Chicago. 

On Thursday, the CTA will add extra trains on the Red, Blue 
and Green Lines at least through the morning rush period to 
accommodate commuters who switch from driving to mass tran- 
sit. Numerous CTA bus routes also serve the downtown. 

Metra does not have any surplus trains to press into service. 
But ridership is down about 5 percent this year on the commut- 
er railroad so seats should not be difficult to find, particularly 
toward the end of rush periods, officials said. 

A midday traffic bulletin issued on Wednesday apparently did 
the trick for many drivers. By the start of the evening rush period,

thousands already had scurried to avoid the Kennedy, the Dan 
Ryan and Eisenhower Expressways —the busiest roads in Illinois 
that feed into the “Spaghetti Bowl” ramps west of the Loop.

terranean freight system that flooded the downtown area in 1992 
when a piling was driven into the Chicago River bottom, causing 
the evacuation of more than 50 damaged buildings.

They were married in August in Las

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Domestic 
violence in 
the spotlight

October is Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month, which typically shines a light on vio- 
lence against women. 

“Ninety-five percent of victims of domes- 
tic violence are women,” said Cory Ryan, 
executive director of Connections for Abused 
Women and their Children, a domestic vio- 
lence education group that runs a shelter for 
battered women. 

In Chicago, there have been 43 female 
homicide victims from Jan. 1 through Oct. 7, 
a RedEye analysis of preliminary police data 
found. Last year, 11.5 percent of 511 murder 
victims were female, according to a Chicago 
Police Department report. 

Domestic strife was a top motive for murder 
in Chicago last year behind gang violence and 
armed robbery. 

In honor of Domestic Violence Awareness 
Month, RedEye analyzed information about 
the 43 female homicide victims in Chicago. 

Of these victims: 

69 percent were black. 

About one-third were between the ages of 20 
and 29 when they died. 

About one in four were older than 40 when 
they died. 

48 percent were shot to death. 

16 percent were strangled to death. 

Nearly 14 percent were stabbed to death. 

Nearly 12 percent were killed in Austin, the 
most of any community area.

If you have the cash, taking ina game at 
the United Center can be super swanky

When Laura Nielsen’s boyfriend invited her to Monday night’s 
Blackhawks game, the 31-year-old South Loop resident—not a 
hockey fan—said she wasn’t all that enthusiastic. 

That changed once Nielsen arrived at her seat in the United 
Center’s Harris Club, one of the swankier spots from which to 
watch the game. Perched on a cushioned stool at a table overlook- 
ing the ice, having filled up on prime rib at the complimentary 


buffet and sipping on a drink from the open bar, Nielsen said she 


could learn to love the sport. 


“I’m not a hockey fan,” Nielsen said, “but ’m 
willing to become one if it means watching the 
game from here.” 

Welcome to the United Center, high-roller 
style, where all-inclusive plush lounges offer an 
oasis of luxury. 

As the Blackhawks and the Bulls are begin- 
ning their seasons, recent renovations offer 
more options for fans willing to pay up to 
$90,000 for a posh game experience 

In addition to the Harris Club, which opened 
last season, and the executive suites, which have 
been around since the stadium opened in 1994, 
the United Center now has Theater Boxes, 
which debuted in time for playoffs last season 
and now are seeing their first regular season. 

True to their name, the four-person Theater 
Boxes feel like box seats at the opera, with a red 
curtain marking the entrance to each and a parti- 
tion separating each box from its neighbor. 

Each of the 32 boxes has its own table in 


the section’s lounge—which feels more like 
an upscale restaurant than a sports arena. A 
dinner buffet includes a carving station with 
corned beef and pork, spinach-artichoke dip 
and spicy chicken wings. The dessert buffet 
features chocolate-covered strawberries, fruit 
cups with whipped cream, tiramisu and apple 
crisp. The menus change daily. 

“This is the highest-class hockey game I’ve 
ever been to,” said Chris Pestel, 28, who had a 
complimentary invitation to sit in a Theater 
Box through a promotion. Pestel, of Lombard, 
said he usually sits in the 300 level, the furthest 
back and least expensive section. 

The Theater Boxes, by contrast, are among 
the most expensive. Each four-person the- 
ater box costs $90,000 for the season, which 
includes every Bulls and Blackhawks game in 
the preseason and regular season. All food and 
drinks are included, as are two parking spots. 
The price works out to be about $250 per per- 


son per game. 

Though Pestel said he’d buy a box if he could 
afford it, the fancy seats didn’t sour him on the 
more modest digs he’s accustomed to. 

“Not that it’s not worth it, but when it comes 
down to it, if you’re a big hockey fan, it doesn’t 
matter if you’re watching on a 13-inch black-and- 
white TV or a 60-inch plasma,” Pestel said. 

Krys Bigosinski, 31, another guest at the 
Theater Boxes, said while he enjoyed it, he’d 
rather sit in the 300 level. 

“That’s where I used to sit with my dad,” 
Bigosinski of Lincoln Square said. “It’s kind of 
a nostalgic experience.” 

Jeb Scherb, who purchased Theater Box 
membership with several partners, said he uses 
the box primarily to entertain business clients. 
Scherb, 38, a partner at Ameritus Corporate Real 
Estate, said it’s convenient to come to the lounge 
an hour and a half before the game for dinner and 
drinks and then enjoy the privacy of the box. 
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“It’s a brand new box, so the facility is 
immaculate, and the service is unmatched,” 
said Scherb, who lives in Winnetka. “It is pricey, 
but if you can justify it through your business, 
it’s worth it.” 

Located 28 rows back from the court, the 
Theater Boxes are meant to be a more exclu- 


sive, cozy alternative to the executive suites, 
which hold 12 to 20 people, and the Harris 
Club, which is an open lounge. 

The Harris Club, which opened last season 
on the same level as the theater boxes but on 
the other side of the stadium, is a little less 
expensive. At $15,750 per person per season, 
and also all-inclusive, it works out to be about 
$175 per game (there’s a minimum purchase of 
two season tickets). 

The spacious Harris Club, which doesn’t 
allow more than 236 members in order to keep 
it comfortable, has a pool table and a Nintendo 
Wii with games such as “NHL 2Ko” and “NBA 
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The view looking out 

from the Theater Boxes at 
the United Center. The boxes 
start at $90,000 per season.

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Live 09.” Multiple TVs hanging from the tops 
of the three full bars show other sports games 
as well as the Bulls and Hawks games unfolding 
a few feet away. 

The buffet features standbys like sausages and 
mac and cheese, as well as roasted vegetables, 
assorted cheeses, a carving station and citrus- 
glazed tilapia. “This is the way to take ina game,” 
said TJ. Nolan, 40, of Oak Park. Nolan, who 
works in college marketing, got tickets to the 
Harris Club from a client. “You still feel pretty 
close to the action because it’s so open.” 

Daniel Levin, a 26-year-old Harris Club 
member, described the club as “like a living 
room, only better.” 

Levin, CEO of manufacturing company Cain 
Millwork, said he loves it for the killer view of the 
games and the community atmosphere. 

“When they score a goal or hit a three, it’s a 
party,” Levin said. “There’s no absence of elec- 
tricity.”

What do you get when you combine a college campus, 
fresh Indian food and a hot-sauce scale ranging from 
1 to 10? Zygeyz Indian Grill, a quick-serve concept owner 
Jay Patel tested in Champaign near the University of 
Illinois earlier this year (he opened on Super Bowl Sunday) 
before bringing it to Loyola country in Rogers Park two 
weeks ago. 

Patel, who was born in India and got his nickname, 
Zyggy, growing up in the US., aims to introduce folks 
to Indian food that won't break the bank. Thanks to his 
restaurant’s insta-popularity in Champaign and the already 
growing following of neighborhood visitors and Loyola 
students at its newest location, the collegiate path seems 
to be paying off. But Patel’s strategy doesn’t stop at plop- 
ping locations near schools. 

For those unfamiliar with Indian cuisine, Zyggyz 
provides an easy initiation, from the welcoming vibe 
of colorful walls depicting an Indian beach scene to 
the straightforward menu, shortened slightly from the 
one in Champaign. Step up to the long counter inside 
anda server will walk you through the menu offerings, 
including various combinations of tikka masala (a 
yogurt-based dish served with naan), falafel and Patel’s 
signature Zyggy rolls. 

For the full Zyggyz experience, you'll want to try a Zyggy 


Honor roll eats 


roll, an Indian burrito of sorts that’s filled with green pep- 
pers, onions, lettuce, chutney and your choice of mari- 
nated chicken, beef, lamb, paneer (cheese) or aloo (potato), 
all wrapped in a thin paratha, or Indian flatbread. Get one 
alone ($4.49-$4.95) or, for the best value, order it as part 
of a combo meal ($7.95), which comes with masala fries 
seasoned with Indian spices and a fountain drink. Either 
way, be prepared to rate your tolerance for spicy food 
ona1o-point heat scale that ranges from mild to, well, 
crazy hot. We ordered our chicken roll between a moder- 
ate four and five, and we’re not ashamed to say we needed 
a drink close by. 

Don’t want to deal with spicy burritos? Try something 
from the Middle Eastern portion of the menu. Falafel 
sandwiches ($4.65 each) are plenty tame, and the hum- 
mus platter ($3.25), an impressive spread of hummus and 
pita triangles, makes for a filling value-meal pairing. Ifyou 
prefer something boozier to wash it all down, bring your 
own— Zyggyz is BYOB for now but hopes to get a liquor 
license in the next month or two. 

Also on the horizon: spicy chicken wings. Not neces- 
sarily your run-of-the-mill Indian cuisine, but when your 
culinary trajectory revolves around college kids, it makes 
sense.

LeBron James is practically overflowing with 
confidence. You can’t really blame him. 
The 24-year-old Cleveland Cavaliers star 
has been the NBA MVP. He almost has 
more endorsement deals— Nike, 
Sprite, Vitamin Water to name a 
few—than there are products to 
endorse. He has shown an ability 
to laugh at himself while hosting 
“Saturday Night Live” and ESPN’s 
ESPY Awards.

Raising the bar 


Bartenders pour on the magic by imbibing in the lost art of tricks

Order aTom Collins ora Rob Roy at many night- 
clubs, and the bartender will be stumped. Same 
thing if you ask the bartender to show you a 
trick—chances are he or she will stare at you as if 
you'd asked for a cookie and a glass of milk. 

And that’s a shame. Just as the knowledge of 
cocktail recipes is no longer a requirement for 
staffing a bar, many modern bartenders have 
stopped multitasking as entertainer, psychologist 
and sympathetic ear. “Here’s your light beer. Six 
dollars. Next!” 

But on a recent night in a dark little watering 
hole beneath Chicago Avenue, bar tricks were not 
only performed, they also were celebrated like a 
dying art. “Here’s your beer. Here’s a card trick. 
And while you’re trying to figure that out, here’s 
a brainteaser.” 


Last month, Streeter’s Tavern, 50 E. Chicago 
Ave., hosted an event titled It’s Tricky. Head 
trickster was Matt Kubinski, who has a perma- 
nent trick up his sleeve in the form of a question- 
mark tattoo on his left forearm. By day he’s the 
marketing manager for this tavern. By night he’s 
a bar-trick expert. 

“A bar trick is entertainment for the bar,” said 
the 31-year-old Kubinski, taking a break from 
tearing phone books in half and making cards 
disappear. “And I know hundreds of them.” 

Some of the tricks displayed this night by 
Kubinski and other members of Streeter’s staff 
required physical skill—snatching a dollar from 
beneath four quarters perched atop a beer bot- 
tle, or spinning a brandy snifter to snatch an olive 
from the bar. 

Still others played on simple optical illusions, 


like the surprising fact that the circumference of 
the mouth ofa pint glass is greater than the glass’ 
height. 

Kubinski smacked the top of a bottle of Bud 
Lite in a way that exploded the bottom, raining 
beer and glass into a garbage can. Bar manager 
Matt Bolser challenged a woman to mimic his 
every move, including tossing back a shot of whis- 
key, which he spat back into the glass with a grin 
after she swallowed hers. 

“People always want entertainment, espe- 
cially when they’re drinking,” explains Cheryl 
Charming, former cruise-ship bartender, bar- 
trick instructor for Disney World and author of 
“Miss Charming’s Book of Bar Amusements.” 

“When they're drinking, adults enjoy tricks 
the same way kids do. They’re in the same
